When I my “braln-waves" I don't 
‘mean it in the popular sense of 
bright ideas, I mean waves in the! 
same sense os, say, the long or short 
Waves ° of . brondcasting—waves of 
electrical radiation, 

You Itnow how un electrical con- 
denser works, It builds up and 
stores un electrical charge, and dis- 
charges jt when it cannot hold any 
more. The nerve-cells of our brains 
act like — electri! ~— condensers. 
Whenever the brain is at reat they 
are perpetually oceumulating and 
discharging a tiny charge of clectri- 
clty too small to be detected except 
by the most delicate instruments, 


Four Wavelengths 


Four kinds of “brain-wave" have 
FO far been distingushed, They 
» have been Inbelled Alpha, Beto, 
/ Gammn and Delta waves, after the 
first four letters in the Greek 
alphabet, 1 
The Alpha waves, sometimes call- 
\ed the Berger rhythm, ofter the 
name of,the scientist who discovered 
them, have a regular “beat” of about 
ten to the second. While your eyes 
are open, looking at something, or 
if you are straining to see 
something, In the dark, they stop. 
But all the time that you are lying 
at rest, in a dark room or with your 
eyes shut, the nerve cells of your 
brain continue to discharge © the 
Alpha waves ten times a second, 
The brain goca on, ticking over 
gently, Ikke n standing car, so long 
as the visual nerves are out of use. 
' Different crentures have n differ- 
ent rhythm, Man's brain emits 
Alpha waves at the rate of ten a 
second, A cat's brain emits from 
two to four, and a rabbit's from three 
to five. ‘

which are even more rapid than the 
Beta waves. But they are less 
commonly detected, and no one has 
yet established with which of the

They seem, however, like the other 
two, to be assoclated with some de- 
gree of rest in the brain, ; 
These three waves are found -nor- 
mally tm the brains-of : perfectly’ 
healthy people. But there jis a 
fourth class of waves, the Delta 


waves, which do not denote health.{. .- 


The Delta waves vary In rhythm 
from about 6'to 30 or 40 beats a 
second. . They orlginate from) some 
diseased part of the braln, a tumour 
or an abscess, They appear also in 
cases of epilepsy. 


Measuring Them 


lfow are the “brain-waves” mea- 
sured? The’ encephalograph, “the 
brain-writer,” 1s simple enough in 
iden, It conststs of two electrodes— 
metal plates, sensitive to nn electric 
discharge-—-whi¢h ure placed ngainst 
the skull to pick up the tiny dis- 
charges of the braln cells, These 
electrodes ore connected with an 
amplifer, which magnifies the dis- 
churges until they are large enough 
to perceive, nnd can be recorded as 
wavy lines on a strip of paper, 
mounted on a slowly revolving 
cylinder, like n barograph used for 
recording the pressure of the atmos- 
phere, 

Apnrt from thelr potentlal services 
in the problem of epilepsy, the 
‘Delta waves which come from 
tumours or abdcesses hive already 
been put to good use. 


Brain Surgery 


Brain surgery Is one of the marvels 
of the twentieth century. It is now 
possible for a surgeon to remove 
tumours or to drain abscesses which 
a few decades ago would have Jed 
inevitably to a painful death. But 
there wos this trouble. To operate 
successfully you must, know just 
where to look for the sent of the 
disease. You should, if you can, 
avold the extra risk of an explora-~ 
tory operation to find it. That js 
‘where the Delta waves come’ in. 

The surgeon uses more than 
one pair of electrodes at the same 
time. He places the metal plates at 
different parts of the skull, .He mea- 
sures the strength of the electrical 
current contained in the Delta waves 
ns it renches the several parts of the 
skull, Where it is weaker, he con- 
cludes that this part is further from 
the root of the trouble, Where it ss 
stronger, he concludes that it fs 
nearer, 

By this means it 1s now possible, 
with pretty fofr accuracy, to locate 
the tumour or whatever it may be, 
from which. the waves are procced- 
ing, so that the surgeon can. go 
stralght to the place which matters, 


Results to Date 
The same principle applies, in a 
way, to epilepsy. "There have been 
two. great ‘difficulties In the. way of 
the successful study of eptiepsy.. One 
is to distinguish real epilepsy from 


purely hysterical’ epilepsy, or from

They found that there 
are big rhythmic discharges from the 
Oe the Suse moreover, “just 
as the sclsmograph can record ‘sl ght 
or distant earthquakes which elude 
the senses, so the encephalograph can 
pick up slight epileptic discharges 
which are not noticed by the patlent 
himself. : 

One American Investizator suc- 
ceeded in getting in this way a con- 
tinuous record of the braln rhythms 
of cplleptic patients for periods up 
fo 30 hours ata time. He discovered 
that the onset of a major fit could 
be predicted by an incrense in the 
electrical current discharged by the 
pationt’s brain some hours before the 
attack caine on. i : 

English scientists, among them 
Professor Golla, have pald particular 
attention to the waves between fits, 
They have found .thnt about half 
the patients complaining of fits have 
an abnormal rhythm at the time, 
though this fs unusual In patients 
over 40, 

What ts more, they have found 
that, in some cases at any rate, the 
discharge comes from a definite pert 
of the brain. With -patients who 
suffer from major fits, It seems 
to come from a point In front of the 
centro of the brain; in minor cases, 
from a point behind the centre.

In a very few enses, this has been 
done, literally. In‘the United States, 
a patient fs recorded to have. greatly 
improved, following the amputation 
of the front part of his brain, where 
the abnormal waves. had come from, 
without any apparent Joss in general 
mental capability. :

In order to help him in -his 
diagnosis of disease, the Chinese 
practitioner of medicine is a master 
of pulse study, and is able to dis- 
tinguish as many as 24 different types 
of pulsc, one of which must have 
some. connection with the disease 
which he intends to treat. 

The greatest consideration is paid 
to the selection of the varlous drugs 
—nadapting thelr various properties, 
such as heating or stimulating, cooling 
or dispersing, moistening or drying— 
to ‘the character of the disease. 

The Chinese man-in-the-street is 
very appreciative of the scrupulous 
care paid in the telection of drugs, 
and he would perhaps be Interested if 
he knew that many of the’ medicines 
which his forefathers have used for 
unnumbered generations are now 
being compounded in western coun- 
tries into pharmaceutical prepara- 
tlons which are sold the world over. 

Some of these medicines have won 
a place In western dispensaries, such 
ns, tong-kwat (Aralla edulis) pul-mo 
(Uvularla grandiflora), ond taal.

Spectre of Increased Taxes 


Sir,—Woage-earners in the Colony 
must have falrly gasped for breath 
when o news caption of an Influential 
recommendation for an increase in 
the ossessment rate to 25 per cent. 
stared them in the face upon leaving 
their oMce yesterday evening. 
Reasoned judgment will ineline to 
the inevitability of a reasonable 
increase, Any exorbitant rise, how- 
ever, invites criticism and opposi- 
tion, 

It is fair to state at the outset that 
the Taxution Committee in their 
Report have put forward three major 
sources of Increase for consideration, 
and that they recommend thot big 
additional revenue from assessed 
taxes “should be regarded os a Inst 
resource’ for revenue raising. The 
higher rate Is: estimated to yield an 
extra $3,000,000. a year. 

To take the last expedient first, 
and as one of widest Import to the 
community in general, it may serve 
some usclul purpose !f a widespread, 
though not necessarily publicly 
audible, discussion: be entercd into 
to concentrate,on,..the. proposal to 
augment the revenue by nearly 50 
per cent. on the one single item of 
rents assessment. : 

At the bottom of page 13 of the 
Taxation Committec’s Report the 
assertion appears that “the present 
rate is lower than that obtaining in 
Shanghal or. in Singapore." The 
present rate in Hongkong js 17 per 
cent, on rents. Unfortunately there 
is no ready means of verifying the 
Singapore assessment rate. 

So far as Shanghai jis concerned, 
the general municipal rate was 14 
per--cent.;-it-is~one-of -16~per~ cent: 
from 1st April, 1939, to 30th Septem- 
ber, 1939, and the S. M. Council 
Budget for the current year provides 
for 18 per cent. from ist October, 
1939, until the next annual meeting 
of rate-payers. Theso rates apply to 
assessed rentals of buildings within 
In differentiation 
there Is a “special” rate of 14 per 
cent, during the earlier period, to be 
increased to 16 per ,cent. on Ist 
October next, on bulldings beyond 
Settlement limits enjoying Scttle- 
ment amenities, Including utility 
services, 

What is the authority for the 
aisputed statement that the present 
rate in Hongkong fs lower than that 
obtaining in Shanghai, it will be In- 
terestng to lenrn. Before the Com- 
mittce's vital recommendation to in- 
crease the assessment rate ts im- 
plemented, no room should be left for 
pssailoble criticism. It is matter of 
common knowledge that Shanghai’s 
rntes were put.up fs a result of the 
serious loss in .revenue * through

occupation by a contending force of 
propertles which formerly contributed 
to her revenue and also to a large 
number of vacancies. In. these 
respects the reverse lias happened in 
Hongkong; the Colony has been more 
fortunate. Its income has been sub- 
stantlally increased, and not reduced, 
by the deplorable circumstances of 
the past two years. coos 


It is bad enough that, as a result 
of the demand for housing accommo- 
dation, there has been an upward 
tendency in rents since August, 1037, 
In spite of special legislation, since 
very fortunately extended, to Govern- 
ment's credit, landlords of a certain 
classy are unsparing In their efforts to 
increase rents further. -As a direct 
result of the increased rentals the 
revenue of the Colony has benefited 
very largely at the expense of tenants. 

To group all houses In a single 
rateable class, subject to the enormous 
increase recommended, 
which should be capable of correction, 
It might be some comfort if, before 
the actual carrying out of this 
particular recommendation, some 
satlsfactory classification be made be- 
tween residential =and — business 
premises and, as a class by them- 
selves, the industrial ‘cstablishments 
also. ‘There are good grounds for this 
contention when business premises 
are exempt from curbing legislative 
Influences, A grasping class of land- 
lords have not been slow to take full 
advantage of their freedom and In 
known causes have been responsible 
for three successive increases of rent 
during the past elghtecn months. It 
may cven be expedicnt to classify 
house propertics according to locality, 
as, for instance, those enjoying all the 
urban amenities’ in exclusive sub- 
urban areas costing for their main- 
tenance a higher expenditure to tax- 
payers. The equity of the proposal 
will be seen In the relief from the 
incidence of heavier taxation which 
will be afforded to a class suilciently 
burdened. with expenditure created 
by exceptional circumstances,

OW many parents, whose children 

attend day schools, can honestly 

soy that they glve thelr sons and 

daughters every encouragement and 

opportunity to study at home in the 
evening? 

Homework, I fear, ts regarded by 
fathera ond molhets more os a 
nulsance than a necessity, At best, 
it is often an excuse for telling the 
children to keep quict and get on 
with thelr lessons, so that dad may 
rend hls evening paper while mother 
Knits and Ustens to the wireless. 

Many. of us must remember even- 
ings when we were asked—"Have you 
no home lessons to-night?” The 
question offen came, not out of in- 
terest, but because we had become 
fidgety and wero Irritating the older 
members of the family. It was 
simply an excuse for making us keep 
quict. : 

In this age when- diplomas and 
certiNeates appear to count for so 
much, -surely it 1s rensonable to cx- 
pect parents to do something: to help 
thelr children ‘to obtain the coveted 
documents. If the result is worth 
having, it should be worth a Ilttle 
trouble during the school ycars. 


The Wrong Atmosphere 


As a schoolmaster, it Is my honest 
opinion that, although parents realise 
that'a good cducation Is of greater 
importance than ever in the past, 
they do less than any parents hither- 
to have done, to promote the right 


atmosphere for study in the home. ~ 


Their desire seems to be not to 
see their children well educated (with 
all that that entails), but simply to 
see them the possessors of a certi« 
ficate which will help in the’ quest 
for a job. If this is true, os I believe 
it to be, then the whole purpose of 
education has gone astray—and sadly 
astray. 5 : 

The strange thing is that many 
parents of modcrate means are pre- 
vared to make great ‘sacrifices in 
order that their children may have 
the bencfits of secondary education, 
and then they counteract all these 
‘florts by failing to inculcate in them 
a-desire to learn and to provide them 
with a suitable atmosphere fn which 
to study. It is one of those obvious 
things which we often fail to see 
until they are pointed out to us. , 

It is not cnough to leave the 
education of your children to their 
schoolmasters. Unless the teaching 
they receive in school {s amplified at 
home, the results will not be all that 
may be desired. Certainly, there are 
children to whom learning Is no 
trouble, They are naturally interest- 
ed in the acquisition of knowledge 
and will study without the appllca- 
tlon of force or encouragement. The 
average child Is not so made, and 
requires, a good deal of both if. he is 
to pass examinations,  -

Examine 
yourself and make sure that It isn’t 
just Inzlness on your part.

Children 
usually tell their parents more than 
they tell their teachers about the’ 
diMficultics they experience—and par- 
ents sometimes put them down to the 
teacher’s Inability to explain things, 
wherens it may have been inatten- 
tion on the child's part. as 


A Plact’ for Sport 


While 1 strongly recommend ‘that 
lessons should be regarded as the 
serlous side of life, do not forget that 
n child must have exeretse and games. 
But do not magnify the importance 
ofa child's. sporting activities——untess 
-he Is to become o professional foot- 
baller. Help him to. reallse that 
aports is the Ighter side of life, which 
Is to be enjoyed In the right spirit 
dt the right moment. Sport fs re- 
laxation, and without it good work 
eannot be done, at Jenst In the case 
of a child. Inability to concentrate 
Is sometimes duc to Jack of exercise, 
so Ict the lessons be done after some 
time of relaxation and movement—not 
fmmedintely after school—but do not 
expect’ a child to concentrate on 
mental work when he is physically 
fatigued, 


These are merely a few suggestions 
which can be supplemented by. par- 
ents. I submit them with no hesita- 
tlon, for I am convinced that If 
children can be taught how to study 
at home, the increase in happiness 
both to parents and children will be 
well worth any trouble which may 
be Incurred, Do, please, help your 
children’ to study.

technical account of some of the great- 
est engineers. and of thelr most im- 
portant achievements. 

Unfortunately, I must ndd that Pro- 
fessor Matschoss has wrilten a very 
bad book. ; 

He has left out all consideration of 
social implications, National pride has’ 
led him to dwell on minor German 
funnies of no Interest or importance. 

We hear all about Holtzhauzen, Din- 
nendaht, Relchenbach—of whom [ 
never heard before, But whnt about 
Lilienthal, the German father of 
powerless Might? What about the 


other ploneers of aviation? Why ts

Refugees Pay £100. 
To Send Furniture 


. 


UNDREDS of tons of furniture belonging to 
‘refugees from Germany and Austria are lying 


unclaimed in London because the owners are in Nazi 
concentration camps after. trying in vain to reach 


England. 


Many’ of them were detained 
after they, had paid huge sums 


to German firms to send their 
personal belongings abroad. 


Port of London oMelals said recent- 
ly that ench wecls an average of more 
qhan 700 tons of refugees’ furniture, 
sented with Nazi swastika badges, in 
four-ten packing cnses, arrive by sca 
from Hamburg. 


Packing cases, with Nazi and Bri- 
tlsh Customs seals side by side, after 
standing unclalmed for a few days, 
are being moved to bonded = ware- 
houses, or to barges which store them 
{n the London docks, 


Senls put om by the Nazt nuthori- 
ties to stop ..the owners “exporting 
money or any — other unpermitted 
goods, appear to tell a story of Ger- 
man economics. 


The British Customs seals of good 
solid lend are bound together by 
generous twists of strony wirc. The 
Nozi senls are made of a cheap light 
alloy linked by thin white string. 


TWO WEEKS’ WAIT

“We often find that the furniture 
sent here cannot be collected because

“The German money is no good to 
them anyway becouse they’ cannot 
take it out of the country. 


“German transport firms charge 
them from £30 to £40 just for the 
packini cause alone. It costs them 
n German money anything- from 
£100 to send furniture for whlicly 
they cin hardly get 30s. when ‘It gets 
here.” 

“A NEW BUSINESS” 


At one wharf an_ official said: 
“There has been o terrifie increase In 
this furniture traMle lately. Each 
week we get from sixty to a hundred 
coses welghing from three to five 
tons each, as well as between 1,000 
and 1,500 smaller puckages. The In- 
crease is so grent that it represents 
almost a completely new line of 
business,”

cases landed near London Bridge 
were found printed labels with the 
Union Jack ut one end and a British 
Fascelst symbol at the other. In be- 
tween ure printed the words, “Mind 
Brituin’s -Business,"--The-labels- were; 
apparently stuck on before shipment’ 
from Hamburg. 


The Nazi captain of oa Hamburg 
steamer which landed nearly ninety 
fons of furniture one day told on 
English friend, “There are 2,000 
packing cases standing’ along the 
dockside at Hamburg from all over 
Sony. and Austrian, waiting for a

Hundreds of people stood on Lon- 
don Bridge recently looking at 
twenty-three huge pucking cases 
that had the names of their owners 
painted on them In foot-high letters.
